Joseph Saxton. 
Mr. 
Joseph Saxton, Superintendent of 
Weights and Measures, United States Coaft 
Surrey, died at bis residence iu Washington, 
on Sunday evening, at 8:30 o’olock. 
He had 
been in failing health for the past four years, 
having during that period antlered from a sue 
cession of paralytic strokes, which terminated 
In his death. 
A Washington paper lias the 
following sketch of his life: 
“ Mr. Saxton was born in Huntingdon Coun 
ty, Pennsylvania, on the 22dof March, 1709. 
He was a man of extraordinary mechanical 
genius, aud may be justly ranked among the 
eminent self-made men of the present century 
The late Prof. Bache, in an assemblage of sci­ 
entists a few years since, pronounced him to 
be 1 the greatest mechanical genius the world 
ever saw.” In early life Mr. Saxton learned 
the silver-smith business in ills native town, 
and when but sixteen years of age made a 
printing-press, and printed a small Mirspa 
per. 
When quite a young man he went to 
Philadelphia in a boat built by himself. 
Ile 
resided in the Quaker City several years.— 
While there he made the old city clock, which 
yet marks the time from the summit of Inde­ 
pendence Hall. 
Subsequently Mr. Saxton 
went to London, and in that city and in Paris 
he resided nine years. 
Ile was the inventor 
of the celebrated electro-magnetic machine 
by which tho first magnetic spark was pro­ 
duced, and which he exhibited in London in 
the presence of forty thousand people, inclu­ 
ding forty distinguished scientists. 
While in 
that city he made the machinery for the Phil­ 
adelphia mint, and was sent for to put it up. 
He was employed in the mint for seven years 
In making the dies of the coin then in use.— 
Mr. Saxton came to Washington about twenty- 
eight years ago, under the auspices of Pro­ 
fessor Bache, then Superintendent of tile Uni­ 
ted Slates Coast Survey. Since that time he 
has been employed in that office, aud was at 
tho time of his death, as above stated, Super­ 
intendent of Weights and Mehsures—a posi­ 
tion which he filled with marked ability.— 
While on Ibis duty he made sets of weights 
and measures for alltheStAte capitals of the 
Union, and also for the several Custom-home? 
throughout the country. 
A fine pair of scales 
made by him attracted great attention at the 
London Exposition, and a gold medal was 
awarded him. 
Ile was also the recipient at 
various times of other medals, awarded for his 
meritorious works. 
The deceased had been a 
prominent member of the Academy of Sciences 
of the Fianklin Institute of Philadelphia, and 
of other scientific organizations, and also a 
regular contributor to the Scientific American 
and standard publications in the scientific 
world. 
He was a devotee of mechanical sci­ 
ence and was highly honored by the distin­ 
guished scientists who were ids cotem|>or.i- 
rles.

Mr. it. Drain writes from India Hint in Mud­ 
ras, in 1870-71, the auntlier of human lives 
said to have been destroyed by boasts of prey 
and poisonous snakes was 2,223, ami the unm- 
ber of cattle 5,314. The rewards paid for kill­ 
ing tigers, Ac., amounted to £2,511. 
Only 
£2 lls. was spent in rewarding tile destruc­ 
tion of snakes. 
But an official return for Hie 
year from April I, 1872, to March 31, 1873, 
shows a very different state of things. 
In 
March, 1872, seventy-four snakes were des­ 
troyed in the whole Presidency, and the re­ 
ward of two annas, or 3d., for eacli jHiisonous 
snake amounted to 18s. Cd. 
But month by 
month the serpenticidal zeal of the population 
was more and more aroused, till in March, 
1873, the number of snakes destroyed was 
425,037, and the rewards not less than £3,- 
313 4s. ljd. 
Taking the year us a whole, Hic 
number of snakes destroyed In Hie Presidency 
was more than 1,250,000, and the money paid 
in rewards was $ 15,728 ICS. 9d., winch num­ 
bers would have been.trebled Intl every part 
of tho Presidency been equally zealous. 
The 
Mudras Government seems lo have relented 
of its liberality, and to have thought that even • 
snake-killing might be too dear; therefore, by 
an order dated May 28. 1873, they bavo res­ 
tricted the reward to cobras only, and have 
fixed it at one anna, or ljd . lier cobra. 
It 
was alleged that some of the natives used to 
breed cobras on purpose to get the rewards; 
hut considering the immense quantity of land 
which seems not to be cultivatible profitably 
for human food, aud which is covered with 
prickly pear and other wild plants, there re­ 
ally seems to be no limit to the number of 
snakes which might be captured. 
Very few 
cases of snake-bite in India are seen by Euro­ 
pean or medical authorities. 
The poison is 
too rapid. 
“ We get," adds the London Med­ 
ical Record, from which the above details are 
taken, * an incidental glimpse occasionally 
from indirect sources of the details. 
For in­ 
stance, in the Report of the .Society for the 
propogation of the ^Gospel, a poor Christian 
thus describes the death of her daughter:— 
“ Three months after her marriage, in a field 
in the wilderness, a snake bit her. 
Her hus­ 
band dragged her toward home as far as he 
could. 
Her legs were cut by the stones and 
bleeding. 
When he could carry ber 
ton­ 
ger, be laid her near a thicket and ran for 
help, but the ants bad begun to eat her face 
before he could return.’ It mud in candor be 
said that some authorities consider the ac­ 
counts of the numbers of men and animals de­ 
stroyed by snakes very much exaggerated, 
and affirm that many men aud women aud 
others who are murdered, are said to have 
died from snake-blte. 
On this point we can 
ofler no opinion. Certain it is that nothing Is 
more rare titan to hear of EufO|s*ans being 
bitten." 


C o a l A al*es. 


A correspondent of the Agricultural Depart­ 
ment from Franklin, Penn., writes: I have al­ 
ways believed that coal ashes bad a value for 
agricultural purposes, and have advocated the 
free use of them, particularly on lime-stone 
soil, 
This season I determined to get closer 
to Die root of the matter and test their value 
fully. 
I had a plot of ground oil which I hat! 
beeu unsuccessful for several years in raising 
good Early Rose potatoes. The soil was iu 
the best condition always. 
The tops did well. 
This spring I had the ground scored about six 
inches deep, placed the cut potatoes in the 
bottom, and filled up with coal ashes. 
The 
plants grew finely, notwithstanding the dry 
weather. 
The tops did not fall over even after 
the weather changed, and I secured a crop of 
tbs very best potatoes for Die table I ever 
raised. The second experiment was with on- 
ion-seed and coal ashes. 
I put out five good 
sized beds in seed. 
In four the seed was cov­ 
ered with soil; the fifth I covered with sifted 
coal ashes. 
The result surprised every person 
that knew of the experiment and watched its 
progress. 
A third experiment was started on 
seed which promised utter failure to those who 
looked on; the end has not been reached, but 
I am more than satisfied with the result thus 
far, and fully satisfied that my experiment will 
bring roe at least $100 more than if left un­ 
tried. 
I have abiding faith in coal ashes, and 
I am ready to use all I can purchase.

It was given to him; he took it sorrowfully in 
his arms, and bore it away to his expectant 
companions. 
They who were witnesses of 
thi3 extraordinary scene resolved never asain 
to fire at one of the monkey tribe. —Seribntr’t 
fo r Sept.

J o s e p h S a x t o n . 
Mr. 
Joseph Saxton, Superintendent of 
Weights and Measures, United States Coa; t 
Survey, died at his residence in Washingtoi, 
on Sunday evening, at 8:30 o’olock. 
He had 
been in failing health for the past four years, 
having during that period suffered from a suc­ 
cession of paralytic strokes, which terminated 
In his death. A Washington paper lia3 the 
following sketch of his life: 
“ Mr. Saxton was born in Huntingdon Coun­ 
ty, Pennsylvania, on the 22d of March, 1709. 
He was a man of extraordinary mechanical 
genius, aud may be ju3tly ranked among the 
eminent self-made men of the present century. 
The late Prof. Bache, in an assemblage of sci­ 
entists a few years since, pronounced him to 
be 'the greatest mechanical genius the world 
ever saw.” In early life Mr. Saxton learned 
the silver-smith business in his native town, 
and when but sixteen years of age made a 
printing-press, and printed a small newspa­ 
per. When quite a young man he went to 
Philadelphia in a boat built by himself. 
He 
resided in the Quaker City several years.— 
While there he made the old city clock, which 
yet marks the time from the summit of Inde­ 
pendence Hall. 
Subsequently Mr. Saxton 
went to London, and in that city and in Paris 
he resided nine years. He was the inventor 
of the celebrated electro-magnetic machine 
by which the first magnetic spark was pro­ 
duced, and which he exhibited in Loudon in 
the presence of forty thousand people, inclu­ 
ding forty distinguished scientists. 
While in 
that city he made the machinery for the Phil­ 
adelphia mint, and was sent for to put it up. 
He was employed in the mint for seven years 
in making the dies of the coin then in use.— 
Mr. Saxton came to Washington about twenty- 
eight years ago, under the auspices of Pro­ 
fessor Bache, then Superintendent of the Uni­ 
ted Slates Coast Survey. Since that time he 
has been employed in that office, and was, at 
the time of his death, as above stated, Super­ 
intendent of Weight* and Mehsures—a posi­ 
tion which he filled with marked ability.— 
While on this duty he made set3 of weights 
and measures for all the State capitals of the 
Union, and also for the several Custom-houses 
throughout the country. 
A fine pair of scales 
made by him attracted great attention at the 
London Exposition, and a gold medal was 
awarded him. 
He was also the recipient at 
various times of other medals, awarded for his 
meritorious works. 
The deceased liad leen a 
prominent member of the Academy of Sciences 
of the Franklin Institute of Philadelphia, and 
of other scientific organizations, and also a 
regular contributor to the Scientific American 
and standard publications in the scientific 
world. He was a devotee of mechanical sci­ 
ence and was highly honored by the distin­ 
guished scientists who were his cotempora- 
rics.

Mr. R. Druitt writes from India Umt in Mad­ 
ras, in 1870-71, the numlier of human lives 
said to have been destroyed by beasts of prey 
and poisonous snakes was 2,225, and the num­ 
ber of cattle 5,314. 
The rewards paid for kill­ 
ing tigers, Sec., amounted to £2,511. 
Only 
£2 14s. wa3 spent in rewarding the destruc­ 
tion of snakes. But an official return for the 
year from April 1, 1872, to March 31, 1873, 
shows a very different stale of things. 
In 
March, 1872, seventy-four snakc3 were des­ 
troyed in the whole Presidency, and the re­ 
ward of two annas, or 3d., for each poisonous 
snake amounted to 18s. Gd. 
Cut month by 
month the serpenticidal zeal of the population 
was more and more aroused, till in March, 
1873, the number of snakes destroyed was 
425,057, and the rewards not less than £5,- 
313 4s. ljd. 
Taking the year as a whole, the 
number of snakes destroyed in the Presidency 
was more than 1,250,000, and the money paid 
in rewards was $15,728 lGs. 9d., which num­ 
bers would have been, trebled lnd every part 
of the Presidency been equally zealous. 
The 
Madras Government seems to have repented 
of its liberality, and to have thought that even 
snake-killing might be too dear; therefore, by 
an order dated May 28. 1873, they have res­ 
tricted the reward to cobras only, und have 
fixed it at one anna, or ljd. per cobra. It 
was alleged that some of the natives used to 
breed cobras on purpose to get the rewards; 
but considering the immense quantity of land 
which seems not to be cultivatible profitably 
for human food, and which is covered with 
prickly pear and other wild plants, there re­ 
ally seems to be no limit to the number of 
snakes which might bo captured. Very few 
cases of snake-bitc in India are seen by Euro­ 
pean or medical authorities. 
The poison is 
too rapid. 
“ We get,” adds the London Med­ 
ical Record, from which the above details are 
taken, “ an incidental glimpse occasionally 
from indirect sources of the details. 
For iu- 
stance, in the Report of the Society for the 
propogation of the jGospel, a poor Christian 
thus describes the death of her daughter:— 
“ Three months after her marriage, in a field 
in the wilderness, a snake bit her. 
Her hus­ 
band dragged her toward home as far as he 
could. 
Her legs were cut by the stones and 
bleeding. 
When he could carry her no lon­ 
ger, lie laid her near a thicket and ran for 
help, but the aDts had begun to eat her face 
before he could return.’ It must in candor be 
said tbat some authorities consider the ac­ 
counts of the numbers of men and animals de­ 
stroyed by snakes very much exaggerated, 
and affirm that many men and women and 
others who are murdered, arc said to have 
died from snake-bite. 
On this point we can 
ofler no opinion. 
Certain it is that nothing is 
more rare than to hear of Europeans being 
bitten.”

T he V irginius. 
The capture of the Virginius by the Spanish 
gunboat Tornado is a subject upon which, iu 
the absence of noccssary information, it is not 
easy to express a definite opinion. 
And before 
the requisite side-lights are thrown upon it 
nothing can be more silly and buncombe than 
for super-sensitive flag-lovers to be crying out 
lor vengeance against the Spanish govern­ 
ment for a violaiiou of the neutrality laws. 
The fact is that there is a decided doubt as to 
whether the Virgiuius was entitled to the pro­ 
tection of our flag at all. 
It is quite clear that 
she ha3 sailed of late under different flags, of 
which our illustrious banner was only one. 
John Bull usually tak63 a short method with 
all countries whose vessels assail or disturb 
subjects of ids Queen. 
He does not wait, us a 
general thing, to iuquire minutely into the 
right and wrong of the question. 
With him 
technical ho nor appears to be a much more 
vital thing than it need to become with us. 
But in the caso of the Virginius we do not yet 
know that the dignity of the United States has 
been intruded upon in the slightest degree. 
An investigation, nst yet made, will have to 
show that. 
Even if it shall finally appear that 
the doubtful ship was entitled to recognition 
as a mere American trading-vessel, carrying 
goods not contraband of war to the Cuban 
insurgents, as held to be the right of American 
ships by Secretary Fish iu his letter concern­ 
ing the stand taken by De Rodas on that sub­ 
ject; we say, even then, it remains unsettled 
whether she was not violating the treaty be­ 
tween us and Spain by being engaged in an 
illegal act within three miie3 of the coast. We 
are at peace with the Castelar administra­ 
tion, and indeed friendly to it. 
We cannot, 
therefore, afford to be hasty in demanding 
reprisal for an alleged insult to our flag, as we 
might thus endanger a harmony as pleasant 
to ourselves as it is useful to the new Republic 
beyond the Pyrenees.

T o T h e X V o r k ln f f iu c n . 
Whatever might have been our opinion con- 
; cerning the propriety of prediettng the pres- 
j out panic, we must admit that anything lliat 
will in any manner m itigate any of the 
consequences natural to the present state of 
affairs must necessarily be beneficial. 
Such 
being the case, shonld not we, the working­ 
men, give serious attent! on to what will be of 
the greatest importance to us ? 
It is needle.?? 
to state that however disastrous this financial 
convulsion will be to the rich we will feel it in 
a far greater degree. 
They may be -deprived 
of some of the luxuries, hut the same event? 
will deprive u* of necessaries. 
They may tie 
forced to use rigid economy, but when that 
occurs we will want the comfort? of life. This 
is no time to stand wondering what is the 
cause of tiffs general stagnation of business 
and who is responsible for this sudden collapse 
of many of the kings of trade; nor should the 
producers spend valuable time in indicting 
capital as Hie prime cause of all our misfor­ 
tunes. 
Labor and capital are not such invet 
crate antagonists a* many a loud-mouthed 
wind-bag would have us believe; their inter­ 
ests are too closely identified for antagonism 
to lie more than momentary. . At tiff* time 
concession* must be mutual, and labor must 
not be too suspicious of her co worker, cap­ 
ital. 
Workingmen, we must deliberate calmly, 
justly, and without prejudice; must hesitate 
long before by our own volition we come in 
conflict with our employers. 
We must re­ 
member that while a suspension of operation* 
may cause them a slight inconvenience it may 
prevent losses of magnitude; and that, on the 
contrary with us, every day’s work lost is a 
clear loss of one day’s wago*. 
Again, if Hie 
last few weeks are only a type of our immed­ 
iate future, it is possible Unit work may be 
almost entirely suspended during the coming 
winter. 
Then, while we avoid all differences 
with our employers and endeavor to retain 
their regard and confidence, is it not highly 
essential that we make every day’s labor 
count one, 
not being too solicitous for our 
personal feelings or too sensitive to the in­ 
clemency of the weather? As we maybe forced 
to lay idle many a fine day, at present had we 
not better endure all hardships that a due re­ 
gard for health will perm it! 
Earning i? one 
thing, saving an Kiter. While some of ss may 
have something laid by for a stormy day, 
many have not, and while there Is yet time 
they had better make hasty preparation to 
meet tho impending storm. 
One of our most 
important duties is to pay cash a* far as pos­

purchase,

we

save our credit for 
worse times, should 
they occur, but will probably be more cau­ 
tious in our purchases, every one knowing 
that when purchase is accompanied by an im­ 
mediate draft on our exchequer, we are apt to 
use greater deliberation in investment.— 
Would it not be sensible to buy very lightly of 
everything for a while, keeping our small 
means in cash us long a* possible ? 
I*nies3 in 
times of pestilence nnd famine, with cash we 
can procure almost everything we may desire; 
but lf we have our means in Hie form of pro­ 
visions, apparel or merchandise w e cannot 
exchange excepting ut an immense sacrifice. 
Sickness and death may be unwelcome visi­ 
tors ut our homes, and though we may not 
want for food, in fact have a superabundance, 
without money wo would find ourselves In a 
most embarrassing position.

Comb Works at Wappingers Falls have ceased 
running, in order that repairs may bo made 
to the buildings, and a new steam engin' 
placed therein.

Mr3. Kelly was

cian was summoned and found that Hie wound 
was ugly, but not dangerous.

morning freight train going south, on the 
Dutchess & Columbia Division oí the New 
York, Boston, & Montreal Railway will be 
discontinued north of Pine Plains. 
They will 
run between Dutchess Junction and Pine 
Plains upon the same time as at preseut. 
Last Thursday a surprise party was held at 
the house of one of the first families at Wap­ 
pingers Falls. 
Daring its progress the son of 
the host and hostess came to Poughkeepsie 
with a Wappinger3 Falls belle and got m ar­ 
ried. 
The happy couple returned to the sur­ 
prise party and announced the situation, when 
they were ordered off the premises.

X cw b u rgli M. E. C hurch Fire. 
Fue was discovered issuing from the cupola 
of the Second M. E. Church building, corner 
of High street and Western avenue, soon 
after ten o’clock on Saturday evening.— 
Although Washington steamer had streams 
on it almost before Hie alarm was sounded, 
the flames were not subdued before the cup­ 
ola was destroyed and other damage to the 
building occasioned—the latter 
principally 
from water—involving a loss of $8,000. 
The 
origin of the fire is unknown. 
It broke out 
in a small closet or enclosed passage-way, 
leading to tho cupola, in which no one is 
known to have had access for some d ay s 
It 
has been suggested tiiat sparks may have 
been drawn in at the fan-window above the 
point of origin, which ultimately found fresh 
life in the bottom of the uuused passage, but 
if so we are told that there was no evidence of 
its existeucc apparent at quarter past nine, 
when the members of the church choir left 
the gallery and closed and locked the build­ 
ing. 
The doors were found locked when the 
Gremcn arrived, and the fires in the stoves in 
perfectly safe condition. 
The origin of the 
fire, therefore, remains unsolved. 
The building was erected iu 1839-40, for 
what was known as fhe Second Presbyterian 
Church. 
In 1852 it was purchased and has 
siuce been occupied by the Second M. E. 
Church; the latter body erecting tbci parson­ 
age and lecture room on the premises. 
The 
loss, which is only partially covered by insur­ 
ance, will fall heavily upon a comparatively 
poor but very worthy congregation, who, 
under many difficulties and discouragements, 
have accomplished a great work in the moral 
elevation of tbe community. 
We hope to see 
that Christian charity extended to them by 
other congregations which so eminently cn- 
volves the Christian character. Nothing could 
be more fitting and nothing more creditable 
than public collections in the several churches 
for this purpose. 
Not one of our churches but 
has not been increased in membership thVough 
tho missionary labors which their neighbor, 
now in peculiar misfortunes, has performed. 
Let the churches respond next Sabbath in 
figures which shall reflect credit upon the 
Christian nam e—rather than by the usual 
process of individual solicitation.— Newburgh 
Telegraph.

Whatever might have been our opinion con­ 
cerning the propriety of predieting the pres­ 
eut panic, we most admit that anything that 
will In any manner mitigate any of the 
consequences natural to the present state of 
affairs m ast necessarily be beneficial. 
Such 
being the case, should not we, the working­ 
men, give serious attention to what will be of 
the greatest importance to us ? It is needless 
to state that however disastrous this financial 
convulsion will be to the rich we will feel it in 
a far greater degree. 
They may be 'deprived 
of some of the luxuries, but the same events 
will deprive us of necessaries. 
They may be 
forced to use rigid economy, but when that 
occurs we will want the comforts of life. This 
is no time to stand wondering what is the 
cause of this general stagnation of business 
and who is responsible for this sudden collapse 
of many of the kings of trade; nor should the 
producers spend valuable time In indicting 
capital as the prime cause of all our mlsfor- 
luues. 
Labor and capital are not such invet­ 
erate antagonists as many a loud-mouthed 
wind-bag would have us believe: their inter­ 
ests are loo closely identified for antagonism 
to be more than momentary. . At this time 
concessions must be mutual, and labor mu3t 
not be too suspicious of her co worker, cap­ 
ital. 
Workingmen, we must deliberate calmly, 
justly, and without prejudice; must hesitate 
long before by our own volition we come in 
conflict with our employers. 
We must re­ 
member that while a suspension of operations 
may cause them a slight inconvenience it may 
prevent losses of magnitude; and that, on the 
contrary with us, every day’s work lost is a 
clear loss of one day’s wages. 
Again, if the 
last few weeks are only a type of our immed­ 
iate future, it is possible that work may be 
almost entirely suspended during the coming 
winter. 
Then, while we avoid all differences 
with our employers and endeavor to retain 
their regard and confidence, is it not highly 
essential that we make every day’s labor 
count one, 
not being too solicitous for our 
personal feelings or too sensitive to the in­ 
clemency of the weather? As we maybe forced 
to lay idle many a fine day, at present had we 
not better endure all hardships that a duo re­ 
gard for health will permit ? Earning is one 
thing, saving another. While some of as may 
have something laid by for a stormy day, 
many have not, and while there is yet time 
they had better make hasty preparation to 
meet the impending storm. “ One of our most 
important duties is to pay cash a3 far as pos­ 
sible for 
everything 
we 
purchase, 
as 
by 
so 
doing 
we 
will 
not 
only 
save our credit for 
worse times, should 
they occur, but will probably be more cau­ 
tious in our purchases, every one knowing 
that when purchase is accompanied by an im­ 
mediate draft on our exchequer, we are apt to 
use greater deliberation in investment.— 
Would it not be sensible to buy very lightly of 
everything for a while, keeping our small 
means in cash as long as possible ? 
Unless in 
times of pestilence and famine, with cash we 
can procure almost everything we may desire; 
but if we have our means iu the form of pro­ 
visions, apparel or merchandise we cannot 
exchange excepting at un immense sacrifice. 
Sickuess and death may be unwelcome visi­ 
tors at our homes, and though we may not 
want for food, in fact have a superabundance, 
without money we would find ourselves in a 
most embarrassing position. 
It has passed 
into a proverb "that 
during 
the 
times 
of national calamities 
the 
vocation 
of 
publican 
is 
more 
remunerative 
than 
ever. 
I 11 
the 
present 
instance 
cannot we give the lie to tho proverb? 
I 
know that among us workingmen under the 
guise and in tiie spirit of sociability and 
friendship we expend a small portion of our 
wages for the ardent in the form most pleas­ 
ing to our tastes, and I know, also, that we 
practice as rigid a temperance and place as 
strong a curb on our appetites as any of our 
fellow citizens. 
Still, we are hardly any bet­ 
ter for our indulgences, and for a while, at 
least, had we not better practice a firm 
self-denial? If the publicans arc ruined, the 
nation can spare them and their vocation. 
If 
wo follow' out these principles we will be 
invincible, and may feel confident that the 
workingmen of America will surmount all 
obstacles, and that by character, education, 
intelligence and skill they arc fully prepared 
for any emergency and will be successful in 
all their aspirations.
